1. Introduction

The Town of Hamden, CT is a designated Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Entitlement
Community receiving funds on an annual basis from the US Department of Housing and Urban
Development (HUD).

The goal of HUD’s community planning and development programs is to develop viable communities by
providing decent housing, a suitable living environment, and expanding economic opportunities
principally for low- and moderate- income persons. Over its history, the Community Development Block
Grant (CDBG) program has served as a critical tool in ending blight, encouraging development in low-
income communities, and helping lift families from poverty. Through its Community Development Block
Grant awards, the Town of Hamden seeks to provide critical financial, informational, and support
resources to low- and moderate-income Hamden residents seeking to improve their access to home
ownership opportunities, the quality of their housing, the viability of their businesses, the usability and
effectiveness of their shared community facilities, and the cleanliness of their neighborhoods. The Town
has established a system of citizen-based performance assessment to ensure that the programs and
services offered effectively achieve the broad goals of the mission statement and meet the expectations
of the community.

2. Town of Hamden CDBG-CV1 and CDBG-CV Awards from HUD

Congress passed the Coronavirus Aid, Relief and Economic Security (CARES) Act and President Biden
signed it on March 27, 2020 authorizing $2.2 trillion in a variety of stimulus measures to prevent,
prepare for and respond to the COVID-19 pandemic. The law included $2 billion for Community
Development Block Grant (CDBG) entitlement communities. The Town of Hamden receives regular
formula-based entitlement grants of CDB funds from the US Department of Housing and Urban
Development (HUD) each year.

The Town of Hamden received CDBG-CV1 and CDBG-CV awards of $642,331 from the CARES Act
Funding from HUD.

3. Purpose of Proposed Amendment

Through the submission of this amendment the Town of Hamden is seeking to reallocate unspent CDBG-
CV1 and CDBG-CV3 awarded to the Town by HUD in 2020, as established in two (2) amendments to the
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Town’s 2019 Annual Action Plan, awarded August 31, 2020, and August 9, 2021, respectively. Each of
the prior amendments were in response to (1) the allocation of new CDBG-CV funding awards; and (2)
additions to the approved Public Service and Project activities in the 2019 Annual Action Plan.

This amendment seeks to reallocate $558,112 in unspent CDBG-CV fund awarded by the Town to other

previously approved Project Activities and propose new allocations to public service-related activities
that are consistent with the original intent of the CDBG-CV funding initiative by HUD.

Through the submission of this Amendment the town is seeking to accomplish the following: (a) use
unspent CDBG funds from prior years in a timely manner; (b) comply with HUD requirements; (c)
prevent the potential loss or recapture of unspent CDBG funds from HUD and (d) allocate CDBG
resources to project activities and constituencies with the greatest needs based on the Town’s adopted
goals and objectives.

4, Public Comment and Citizen Participation Process.

In accordance with HUD requirements and the Town’s Citizen’s Participation Process, residents,
stakeholders, and other interested parties will have a minimum of thirty (30) days to review and provide
comments on the proposed Substantial Amendment to the Town of Hamden’s 2021 Annual Action Plan.

Notice of the proposed changes to the Spending Plan in the Town of Hamden 2021 Annual Action Plan
will be published in the Quad Town Advisor and available of the Town of Hamden’s website. Copies of
the Substantial Amendment Document will also be available at the Town of Hamden Office of Economic
Development, Hamden Government Center 2750 Dixwell Avenue, Hamden, CT 06518.

The public comment period will commence on November 10, 2022 and end on December 15, 2022.

As part of the Citizens participation process the Town will convene two (2) public hearings in advance of
the Substantial Amendment being submitted to the Legislative Council for their review and approval.

5. Town of Hamden CDBG Program Goals and Objectives

As part of its five (5) year consolidated planning process for HUD and the Community Development
Block Grant Program, the Town establishes goals and anticipated outcomes for the use of CDBG funding.
The current consolidated plan runs from 2020 until 2024. The amendment does not change any of the

Town’s Program Goals of Objectives established within the current 5-year consolidated plan period. All

of changes to the spending plan that are being proposed within this Amendment to the 2019 are
consistent with the goals that have been previously established.

Increase Supply of Affordable Housing

Goal
Description

There is a need to increase the supply of decent, safe, and affordable housing opportunities in the Town. This includes a
need to create new and rehabilitate both homeowner and rental housing units to meet housing and building codes,
improve energy efficiency, and provide accessibility to those in need. There is also a need to encourage and support the
provision of affordable homeownership housing opportunities. Homeownership helps to stabilize neighborhoods by
increasing the number of permanent stakeholders or residents to an area.

Over the strategy period the Town will encourage the increase in homeownership opportunities through the rehabilitation
of units appropriate for ownership occupancy, by providing support for non-profits and neighborhood development
corporations in their creation of homeownership opportunities, through the provision of down payment and/or closing
cost assistance, and by supporting programs which prepare households for homeownership.

Increasing the number of affordable housing units and reducing cost burden for low and moderate-income households
also falls under this goal. To address affordability, the Town will work with non-profit housing developers and community
development corporations to increase the supply of affordable rental housing through the rehabilitation and re-use of
vacant and abandoned properties. The Town will also work with and support the Housing Authority in its efforts to pursue

the creation of additional affordable rental units.

Provide Assistive Services to the Homeless

Goal The Town of Hamden will continue to address homeless needs through its various social service agencies. The emphasis of

Description | this approach will be to prevent homelessness by early intervention and the provision of necessary supportive services.
Services to be provided may include eviction and foreclosure prevention, referrals to agencies which provide rental and/or
fuel assistance, counseling, food and household items, job skill development to increase household income, and short-
term assistance payments to prevent eviction or foreclosure. The Town provides funding to area homeless shelters to
support the provision of emergency shelter for homeless residents.
The town also supports the provision of housing, programs, and services to help families transitioning from emergency
housing situations to permanent housing.

The Town of Hamden has identified specific segments of the community most in need of supportive social services. These
include the homeless, elderly, youth, disabled, and other special needs populations. Services will be provided by local
municipal departments, non-profit social and supportive service providers, and civic or neighborhood organizations.
Ensuring all citizens have access to basic needs such as shelter, food, water, heat, and electricity; health care services
including both physical and mental health services; transportation and supportive services for the elderly and disabled;
counseling services to families and individuals at risk, and medical and health-related services will be targeted. Health
related services may include nutrition programs, immunization programs, health screening, and HIV/AIDS and/or Lead
Poisoning Prevention programs.

There is also a need to provide affordable, quality day care and positive youth development activities. There is a need for
an increase in care accommodations for infant, toddler, and pre-school aged children, the provision of 2nd and 3rd shift
childcare, and programs to meet the before school, after-school, and school-vacation needs of youth.

Positive youth programming such as recreation programs, cultural activities, anti-violence, and educational programs,
especially those that target disadvantaged low- and moderate-income youth, are needed.

The Town will focus its support on such programs during the strategy period. These programs will provide safe and
constructive outlets for children and youth from lower income working parent homes as well as those lacking parental
direction.

$642,331 in CDBG-CV1 and CDBG-CV3 funds that were awarded to the Town. The table show below

The proposed amendment removed funding from project activities that has been previously approved in
the Amended 2019 Annual Action Plan. Specifically, the spending plan including funding to develop a
microenterprise loan program, funding for capital improvements at Keefe Community Center and a
larger amount of funding that what is presented as CDBG-CV Admin Funds.

The microenterprise program activities were suspended given the limited amount of funds that were
allocated to the proposed program activities and capacity limitations. The combination of these factors
led the town to the decision to allocate funding to other project activities that allocated funds could be
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more effectively and with greater impact.

The Town received funding from the State of CT to make capital repairs at the Keefe Community Center,
replacing CDBG-CV funding that had been allocated for that purpose. A portion of the previously
committed CDBG-CV funds are proposed to be allocated in Infrastructure Improvements, which can be
broadly to make capital or plan for improvements to eligible Town owned property.

Lastly, the proposed amendment re-allocates a portion of the CDBG-CV Admin Funds to support public
service activities to individuals and families most impacted by the COVID-19 pandemic.

Proposed New Project Activity and Public Service Spending:
The proposed amendment includes new public service efforts.

Community Outreach Vehicles

Funds will be used to purchase 1-2 vehicles by Keefe Community Center Staff to provide direct outreach
and services to Town residents do not have access to transportation to receive services. The addition of
the new vehicle(s) will allow the Keefe Center Staff to expand its food, housing, youth and other
community support and outreach programs.

Homeless Services

Funding requested will be used to support that Connected Access Network (CAN) which provides
services and support to individuals and families that are homeless or who are in jeopardy of becoming
homeless. Funding will be used to offset program delivery expenses for this population.

Clifford Beers Community Trauma Initiative

Requested funding will be used to complete surveys and support the coordination of care and case
management for individuals who have and are experiences trauma because of COVID-19 related
violence or other health and social issues that have an adverse impact on their daily quality of life.

Hamden Library Digital Navigator and Broad Band Access Program

Funds will be used to cover program expenses related to Hamden Town Library’s Digital Navigator and
Broad Band Access program. This program was initiated during COVID to help people expand their use
the internet. Through this initiative the library deploys staff to work with residents to teach them digital
literacy, connect them to local ISP providers at discounted rates, and when available and feasible
provide hot spots, tablets, and Chromebook to residents to provide internet access.

Heating Oil Assistance
Funds will be used for fuel assistance to individuals impacted by COVID-19.
